Flying Airplane on '.P«u:lc

There are many ways of building 


toy* model airplanes that will fly, .but 
the trouble 
is that they, are 
often 


broken when they fall in the 
first 
tests. Here is the way of flying- them 
without mishaps. 
Spread the landing gear, wide ar-ai-t 


and place rings in the end. Then run 
two cords, for a flying- track, from 
the ground on a gentle slant to a tree 
rather high in the air. Allow the air- 
plane to rest on the cord track, with 
the cords through .the -rings of the 
landing: gear. Start ,the plane at the 
lower end and let it fly up the track, 
while testing it. The track will frivts 
freedom enough to show what read- 
justments -are necessary for proper 
balance.

The main 
plane (B), 6x18 inches, is made of 
two end ribs (..D.'D) Held apart by a 
girder (G). with cord edges,(E,E)

Un- 
der the new system all of these applications are.acted 
on by traveling field representatives who have been sent 
out from Washington. These representatives cover the 
entire country and visit each vocational board at least 
once every two weeks, at which time all cases ready in 
the district office are dcared'up. The only cases which 
such traveling representatives must refer to Washing- 
ton are those involving- courses for a period longer than 
two years. On these the Washington office will give a 
.decision within ten days.

"Men who have had major amputations, such as 


{ho loss o.T a hand or foot or both hands or both feet. 
or loss of sight of one eye or both eyes, come under a 
special class. 'Their applications will be acted on by the 
district vocational officer, who 
has authority 
to ap- 


prove courses up to and including four years in length 
without referring- them to Washington, cases of this 
character should be cleared up within 24 hours. 


"The 'federal board for vocational education has al- 


so adopted a definite policy regarding tuberculosis cases. 
Any arrested ease oE tuberculosis will be considered as 
25 per cent disabled for a period of two years from date 
of arrest, and the bureau of, war risk

agreed that they will consider arrested"cases as 25 per 
cent disabled for the first six months and 10 percent for 
the following eighteen.

He hired 
a barn in New Jersey, advertised for 
rabbit skins and went to work, 
in 


1915, he made 5 = 50,000. . He is ad- 
vertising for ten 'million rabbit skins 


"'Rabbit' fuv is not a high quality 
fur. When properly clipped and dyed 
it is often 
pretty, and some attrac- 


tive effects may be obtained by com- 
bining different colors — for example 
a coat made'of rabbit fur dyed black, 
and trimmed with the fur of the blue 
rabbit in its natural color. Most rab- 
bit fur is clipped and dyed to resem- 
ble seal, and sold as "sealine" or near 
seal 
There is a white variety which 


is used as an imitation of ermine. 
But nane of the rabbit furs have any 
great ciurability. 
A real seal skin 
5oat will last almost a lite time. A 
good coat of muskrat— which makes 
the best imitation of seal — will last 
about half as long as seal. A rabbit 
skin coat cannot be relied upon to 
last more than one or two seasons. 
Furthermore, rabbit fur. "lies down. 
so that if it is rumpled, or rubbed the 
wrong way, its beauty is marred. The 
furs of both seal n.nd rnuskvat stand 
straight up, so that you can rub them 


either way 
appearance.

Rabbit Skin Is weak. 
The rabbit skin is at best pretty 


weak material. The skins of the var- 
ious American rabbits are altogether 
too tender for use as fur. It is only 
the European rabbit which is used 
for this purpose. 
Its hide is about 
as good as sheepskin, but not yearly 
as tough as the hides of most fur- 
bearing ani ma-Is. 
Despite these drawbacks, the ad- 
vent of rabbit fifF is decidedly a good 
thing. 
It has founded'a new indus- 
try in this country in which almost 
anyone may engage with little capi- 
tal. 
And the inevitable, by-product 


of rabbit fur is rabbit meat, which is 
nourishing and 
d.elicate- In many 
stales there is already a permanent 
and dependable market for it—not- 
ably in California, where rabbit is 
listed in the market quotations even- 
day.

A good many people remember the 
rage for Belgian hares which struck 
this country some 15 or 20 years ago. 
Everyone was going to raise Belgian 
hares for the market and for home 
consumption. But at ihat time beef 
and mutton were cheap, and there 
was no market for rabbit skins. The 
Belgian hare 
was 
over-advertised, 
over-rated, and ultimately over-pro- 
duced. The result 
was that 
many 


persons lost money and the Belgian 
hare fell into disrepute. 
The domestic 
rabbit 
makes his 


second 
debut 
in 
America 
under 
much more favorable'uuspices. Meat- 
is scarce and high, and rabbit skins 
are bringing prices that 
sometimes 
range as high as 51.50 each. The in- 
dustry is already on a sound and ap- 
parently permanent basis in three or 
four states, and is spreading rapidly. 
Dr. Ned Dearborn, of the Biological 
Survey, advises those who at;e inter- 
ested in rabbit farming to begin by 
raising rabbits only for home con- 
sumption, and to increase the size of 
the operation as the 
market devel- 


ops.

Thus, although rabbit fur does not 
last long, it is always easy to produce 
more of it, and to 
add a valuable 


Item to the national bill of fare at 
the same time. 
The European 
domestic 
rabbit, 


upon which this ' n e w industry 
is 


founded, is a wonderfuj example of 
what selective breeding can do. The 
beginner who looks into the rabbit 
business finds himself confronted by 
a bewildering' variety of breeds from 
which to choose- 
There is the New 
Zealand red, the Siberian white, the 
Dutch rabbit, the American blue, the 
Himalayan rabbit, which is white 
with black spots, the Belgian hare, 
the Angora rabbit with its long hair, 
and the English lop-ear, which can- 
not .lump high 
enough -to get 
its 
cars off the ground. 
All of these, and some 15. .or 20 


others, are ill reality variations of 
the same rabbit. 
They are 
all de- 
rived from the European wild rabbit. 
The Flemish giants, which sometimes 
reach a weight 
of twenty 
pounds 


each, are preferred 
for 
food pur- 
poses, while the 
New Zealand 
red 


and the American blue (it was Vi- 
enna blue before the war) are the fa- 
vorite fur breeds. 
The geographical 
names given these 
rabbits have no 
significance at all. The New Zealand 
red never saw New Zealand, nor has 
the Siberian rabbit any connection 
with Siberia.., 
Many wealthy amateurs are now 
going in for rabbit-raising, and this 
is a good thing for the business, as. 
these fanciers'breed for show points 
and tend to : keep the 
stock up to 
standard. :A wealthy 
woman who 


owns an eleven-hundred acre estate 
on Long Island, makes rabbit-raising 
Tier chief hobby.. She' feeds her rab- 
bits with her own diamond decked 
hands, and is. frequently seen run- 
ning about with a big Belgian buck 
clasped in her silken embrace. When 
conditioning her best rabbits for a 
show she feeds 
them on a 
beaten 
mixture of fresh eggs, malted milk, 
and sweet/ milk, which makes them 
very fat and sleek.
